"For a decade before I860 we led all na 


tions In shipbuilding, and were second 
only to Great Brltlan in ocean tonnage 
Now we are scarcely recognized as a mar 
itime power. 
Then we were, compari- 


tlvely speaking, a free trade people, and 
the shipyards of East Boston, of isoex, of 
Poitsmputh and of the btate o' Maine 
were noisy with the hum of bu'y indus- 
try 
Non we area protected people, our 


yards are idle, and last year there was not 
built in the whole of Maine a single com- 
plete ship of any kind " 


That was a period when wooden ships 


were chiefly In use 
If the world's carry- 


ing trade was c one m such shlpi to-day we 
could furnish them as cheaply as any 
country, because we have the timber 
At 


that tin e the average duty op the matenals 
which are produced more cheaply abroad 
bore a duty of about 20 per cent

in (he Ifnited States for the foreign trade 
wan in J855, the number being 507 In 1857 
the nunjbi r was 300, and in 1859 it had 
fallen t<j> 117 'lhat is, under, the free trade 
era, tlie^number of ships built m this 
country tor the foreign trade fell off nearly 
77 per cent in four yeare | 


Again, Mr Shephaid «ay s that not one 


complete ship was built in the whole of 
Maine last yeart 
Near the close of the 


year 1886 the Journal obtained from official 
sources the number of vessels built in Maine 
in that year 
The total number of all 


kinds needing Custom House papers was 
56, of which five were ships of between 
1000 and 2000 tons measurement 
It Is 


probable that Mr. Shephard has been care- 
lessly reported 
The free trader is usually 


careless, in the use of facts, but we cannot 
think that Mr Shepard, as an amateur,

V- There is one other point In Mr Shepardls 
speech |to which we would call attention, 
and that is the one in which he states that 
duties could be made so high that no for- 
eign ! merchandise could be Imported and 
no duties could be collected; and revenues 
are collided because the duties are bt such 
a rate that foreign manufactures l-an tie 
imported. This Is true; the duties on the 
articles at the most general use, cotton, 
and woolen staples, for Instance, are do 
high that few of them are Imported. The 
result Is that good clothing was never ao 
cheap In this country, because of the ac- 
tive home competition In tbe manufacture 
of cloths and clothing. The Inference 
which one m'ake from tbe statement ot 
Mr. Shepard is that with tbe reduction of 
duties the larger will be tbe amount ot 
goods Imported and tbe amount ot rev- 
enues col ected.
